Up there, says the Salt 
Lake Tribune, she sends the frost 
and the storm. They seize upon 


the clouds with their cold and 
press them like a sponge and so, 


while all is calm and still here in 
the valley, the mountain gorges are 
being filled with snow. There 
they will settle and pack and where 
they are shaded it will be late in 
the spring before the sun can get 
high enough and intense enough 
to make an impression on the solid 
banks. If now men had but the 
energy to put gates at the outlets 
-of those ravines the work would 
be complete, and the moisture that 
for a fortnight has been passing 
oyer our heads and has been packed 
in snow in the mountains’ ravines, 
wou!d return to us in the suinmer 
and would materialize in fruits and 
vegetables, in grass and beautiful 
flowers. Nature is kind enough 
when men but learn to understand 
her methods and the hints which 
she gives of how to take advantage 
of them. 

In Idaho, when those methods 
shall be fully understood and the 
advantages be fully realized, there 
will be twelve millions of acres 
of land put under cultivation that 
through ages have been but a part 
of the repellent desert. That will 
supply 100 acres of very rich land 
to each of 120,000 people. Those 
lands are idle now and a waste, 
because as yet man has not noticed 
and utilized the hint which nature 
has given of the way to utilize the 
moisture and cause what is now 
repulsive and a waste to break out 
into smiles,to grow radiant and 
fragrant with fruits and flowers 
and to turn to gold under the 
harvest sun.
